Report of the Library Trustees 


For the Year ending February 1, 1909 


The library trustees find the affairs of the public library to be 
in excellent condition. The books are in a good state of preser- 
vation and on the wholes how careful usage. One hundred and 
four new volumes were added during the past year, making a 
total of 2993 books upon the shelves. 

The report of the librarian is as follows: 3724 volumes were 
loaned during the year. The classification of these is as follows: 
Fiction, 3395 ; history, 49 ; travel, 76 ; biography, 52 ; miscellane- 
ous, 152 ; librarian’s receipts ; balance on hand Feb. 1, 1908, $1.74 
Money received, $18.29 ; expenditures, $6.60; balance on hand - 
February 1, 1909, $13.43.

The librarian and her assistants have 
rendered courteous and efficent service at all times and have 
kept the affairs of the library in an orderly condition.
